unfaithful Delicacy, both in the Pulpir, and 
Preſs, to avoid a Subject, that in human Life 
is found to be the Source of almoſt every Evil, 
and Abomination, on the Earth: — A Subject, 
concerning which, the Wiſdom of Goo, and the 
Spirit of Gov, in Prohibitions, and Threaten- 
ings, has been remarkably expreſs, and explicit; 
and which are /poken by the Mouth of God, Deur. 
xxxil. 1.—and written by the Finger of God, Exod. 
XXX1. 18, in more than two hundred Places in 
the ſacred Scriptures. And in Contraſt thereto 
the Character of the Virtuous; — their Peace of 
Mind their Human Happineſs their Divine 
Conſolations ;—and the everlaſting Felicity pro- 
miſed them in the immediate Preſence of God, 
in the World to come; is ſo ſweetly, and glo- 


riouſly deſcribed in the Bible, that even to de- 
praved human Wiſdom, it would ſeem impoſſi- 


ble, for any one rational Being, on the Earth, — 
to proſtitute their Body, Mind, and Soul, to 
the Indulgence of fleſhly, filthy, Damning Luſt.

follow the Crime, in the Perſons of thoſe who are guilty 
of it; but let no ſuch Perſon, or Perſons, deride the holy 
Word, and Laws of Gop,—becauſe, for a Time, they lin 
with Impunity ; — but let ſuch conſider, — it may be in his 
rigiteous Judgements, that the Meaſure of their Iniquities is not 
yet full, as expreſſed in Gen. xxv.
